1 have noted your frequent reference to a fitting memorial 


to our soldiers who gave" up their lives during the Great War. This 
idea is a fitting one. It should be consummated in some perma- 
nent form. 
BUT, let it wait until we have done our duty by the 


living heroes. The dead are sleeping in a paradise where nothing 
we can do or say will affect their comfort or their ieelmgs. The 
?iving, the returned, the nerve shattered, t1 - wounded, the dis- 
appointed, the out-of-a-job soldier, discharged without iunds, is in 
our midst. He must eat, he must sleep, he must wear clothing. 


Most of our people do not know—have no way of knowing— 


the actual condition of our returned men. I do. They come to 
me in great numbers and my one regret is that I cannot instantly 
direct them to a place where they may earn their living. That 
is alt they ask. 
None of them are looking for charity; every one 


of them would resent anything that looks like charity, but THE!' 
DO WANT WOR^. 


Many of these men have complained that their former em- 


ployers refuse them work when thty apply for their old jobs back; 
and in some instance it is positively stated that Alien Enemies. 
Austriaps and Hungarians, are continuing in profitable empk>y- 
raenfc whle our men stand around idle. 


Few people will realize that the average soldier when dis- 


charged from the Army draws leas than $40.00 in hia final settle- 
ment, out of which he must pay his carfare home. Few people 
likewise realize that many of these men aie reluming to their 
homes pnd are compelled to wear theii uniforms if they wish to 
be decently dressed. Men who have been away from their homes 
for upwards of two years do not return to find an up-to-date ward- 
robe awaiting them; many of them have outgrown their clothes. 
Few, if any of them, have sufficient funds to pay the price of a 
suit of ready made clothes today. 


It should be remembered, aLo, that these returned men have 


passed through soul-trying circumstances. It should be remem- 
bered also that their social circles have been disrupted, that they 
return to have innumerable changes in their own homes and 
families; that many of them are returning with their minds still 
filled with the horrors of the battlefields, large numbers of them 
are suffering from shell shock, are nervdus, sometimes irritable, 
depressed in spirits—remembering comrades who died by their 
sides, comrades whom thej had teamed to love; many are suffer- 
ing from wounds. These men nead to have their nunds taken oil 
of/themselves. 
Can't we do something for the living while we discuss some- 


' thing fitting for the dead. First let us see that our soldiers have 
. employment. Personally I will ba glad to assist an* employer in 


finding a returned soldier to whom he can give employ merit—it is 
preferable however for employers to give the men their old jobs 
•where that is possible. Next, can we not do something for these 
men in a social way? Every family in this community knows in- 
timately some returned soldier. Can one imagine a more agree- 
able thing than to gather a few of these world heroes around your 
table or to spend a few hours with you and your family and friends 
in the evening. There is little in most communities to replace the 


. excitement of their lives in the last months and years. 


Will you give this publicity? Can't we, through your valued 


paper, get a few people together who will lend their efforts to 
lightening the condition in which our men find themselves on then- 
return.

1 have noted your frequent reference to a fitting memorial 


to our soldiers who gave" up their lives during the Great War. This 
idea is a fitting one. It should be consummated in some perma- 
nent form. 
BUT, let it wait until we have done our duty by the 


living heroes. The dead are sleeping in a paradise where nothing 
we can do or say will affect their comfort or their ieelmgs. The 
?iving, the returned, the nerve shattered, t1 - wounded, the dis- 
appointed, the out-of-a-job soldier, discharged without iunds, is in 
our midst. He must eat, he must sleep, he must wear clothing. 


Most of our people do not know—have no way of knowing— 


the actual condition of our returned men. I do. They come to 
me in great numbers and my one regret is that I cannot instantly 
direct them to a place where they may earn their living. That 
is alt they ask. 
None of them are looking for charity; every one 


of them would resent anything that looks like charity, but THE!' 
DO WANT WOR^. 


Many of these men have complained that their former em- 


ployers refuse them work when thty apply for their old jobs back; 
and in some instance it is positively stated that Alien Enemies. 
Austriaps and Hungarians, are continuing in profitable empk>y- 
raenfc whle our men stand around idle. 


Few people will realize that the average soldier when dis- 


charged from the Army draws leas than $40.00 in hia final settle- 
ment, out of which he must pay his carfare home. Few people 
likewise realize that many of these men aie reluming to their 
homes pnd are compelled to wear theii uniforms if they wish to 
be decently dressed. Men who have been away from their homes 
for upwards of two years do not return to find an up-to-date ward- 
robe awaiting them; many of them have outgrown their clothes. 
Few, if any of them, have sufficient funds to pay the price of a 
suit of ready made clothes today. 


It should be remembered, aLo, that these returned men have 


passed through soul-trying circumstances. It should be remem- 
bered also that their social circles have been disrupted, that they 
return to have innumerable changes in their own homes and 
families; that many of them are returning with their minds still 
filled with the horrors of the battlefields, large numbers of them 
are suffering from shell shock, are nervdus, sometimes irritable, 
depressed in spirits—remembering comrades who died by their 
sides, comrades whom thej had teamed to love; many are suffer- 
ing from wounds. These men nead to have their nunds taken oil 
of/themselves. 
Can't we do something for the living while we discuss some- 


' thing fitting for the dead. First let us see that our soldiers have 
. employment. Personally I will ba glad to assist an* employer in 


finding a returned soldier to whom he can give employ merit—it is 
preferable however for employers to give the men their old jobs 
•where that is possible. Next, can we not do something for these 
men in a social way? Every family in this community knows in- 
timately some returned soldier. Can one imagine a more agree- 
able thing than to gather a few of these world heroes around your 
table or to spend a few hours with you and your family and friends 
in the evening. There is little in most communities to replace the 


. excitement of their lives in the last months and years. 


Will you give this publicity? Can't we, through your valued 


paper, get a few people together who will lend their efforts to 
lightening the condition in which our men find themselves on then- 
return.
